The Primate and the Archbishop of Dublin, willing 
to let one of their own Order fall lightly, obferved 
that the Bithop of Killala had not petitioned for his 
Writ, and ea Cenfure was patied upon him in 
relation thereto, it was proper to know whether he 
defired it or nor. The Prd Chancellor advifed the 
Houfe to refer it toa Committee ; but the Lord Ra 
nelagh urging, that the Bifhop’s Caufe had already 
had a full and patient Heating before many of the 
Houfe, and other Perfons of great Integrity in the 
High Commiffion Court, and that all, with one Con- 
fent, (fo it is expreffed in the Journal of the Lords, 
though Dr. Burnet, in his Lite of Bithop Bedel, has 
cook’d up a fine Speech for that Prelate, about the 
ancient canonical Way of judging Bifhops, and 
makes him oppofe the Sentence) had cenfured him 
as guilty of favouring the wicked Covenant, which 
all the Houfe detefted, and therefore muft judge him 
unfit to have any Summons to fit in it ; and the Earl 
of Ormond conceiving that the Houfe was all of one 
Mind in the Cafe, and thought the Bifhop incapable 
of the Privileges of it, which ought however to be 
carefully preferved to others, the Queftion was put 
and agreed to memine contradicente, That it was not 
fit that any Writ of Sumnions fhould iffue tothe 
Bifhop of Killala, becaufe of hisCrime.

of Roje ; a Man of eminent Parts, great Learning, 
aod an exemplary Life ; an excellent Preacher, and 
remarkable his uncommon Patience and Con- 
ftancy under his great Sufferings, which will afford 
us Occafion to mention him hereafter.

er Body.. The youngeft Daughter, during this, 
crept uader a Bed ro hide inerfelf, bue he drage‘d her 
out with Violence, and facrificed her in like Man- 
ner. This done, the Madman ft up two Lamps 
near their Bodies, to pay them the Honour of 
Martyrs ; and thinking it. would add to the Glory of 
his eldeft Daughter’s Martyrdom, he burnt the 
greateft Part of her Body. After this, the VVretcls 
intended to go to Chalons, to jurrender himicif into 
Gaol, expecting, that he fhould be immedistely pug 
to Death, and that then he fhould go ftraic ro Varadus 
after his two Daughters ; but his Relations, ic feems, 
have forced him, againft his Will, to fly our of the 
Country, inftead of chaining or confining him trom 
doing any more Milchief. 

They add from Paris, that on the roth Inflane 
O. S. as they were carrving back fome Prifoners from 
a Hofpital, to which they had been removed from 
the Prifon of Bicetre for the Cure of fome Dittem- 
pers, there was a Crowd atthe Place Maubert, which 
occafioned a Stop, fo that the Cart in which they 
were put could not pafs. The Prifoners would fain 
have taken this Opportunity to efcape, and were 
going to leap out of the Cart, when the Oflicers that 
guarded them, killed one of them witha Musketoon, 
and another with a Bayonet ; which ‘being obferved 
by a Grenadier that was then pafling by, he was fo 
provok’d to fee tlofe two Pritoners kilied, that he 
drew his Sword, cut off a Hand of one of the Off- 
cers, wounded two others, and by this Means fivour'd 
the Efcape of three of the Prifoners out of the Cart; 
and what was more remarkable, got off himitelf.

After which he re- 
rurned in thefame Manner to the Treafury Chamber, 
where the Right Hon. the Lord Chief Juttice Hard« 
wicke put on his Coif and Tipper, he being all the 
while ‘On his Knees ; aad being robed, be was con- 
ducted from thence oppofite to the Court ef Common 
Pieas; where being called, according to ancient 
Cuftorn she was brought up to the Bar of the faid Courr, 
fupported by Mr. Serjeant Chefhire, his Majefty’s 
Premier Serjeant at Law, and Mr. Serjeant Chapple, 
where he made the ufual Obcifances, and paft a Fine 
at Bar, according to ancient Ufage ; and having pre- 
fented the Judges and Serjeants with Kings, he thea 
retired. .
